Provides Jail 
Purchase New 


Ambulance Now? 


The Finance Committee is faced 
with a decision this week: either 
authorize the purchase of a new 
ambulance now, or replace the 
engine in the 1956 ambulance, at a 
cost of up to $1,500. 

Meanwhile, the town is using 
the police department wagon, 
equipped with a stretcher, for an 
ambulance. And help is called 
from other communities when 
needed. 

The town’s ambulance, new in 
1956, broke down on a scheduled 
trip to Boston recently, and had to 
be towed back to Andover. Latest 
estimates of the damage indicate 
that a new engine is needed to put 
the vehicle back in operation. 

The Selectmen, after sizing up 
the situation Monday night, voted 
to recommend to the Financé Com-= 
mittee that a new ambulance be 
purchased. Members believed that 
replacing the engine in the 1956 
vehicle makes little sense, con- 
sidering the age of the ambulance 
and the use it has had. 

Town Manager Thomas E, Duff 
said an emergency transfer of 
funds could be approved, if the 
FinCom agrees that it is the action 
to take. 

He also explained that the pre- 
sent ambulance was scheduled for 
replacement this year, but the 
FinCom recommended against the 
expenditure at town meeting time. 
It was felt then that another year 
might be gained, by making what~ 

ever repairs were required during 
1962. 

The Selectmen felt, however, 
that replacement of an engine is

A detailed statute covering con- 
flicts of interest, obviously inneed 
of interpretation in its affect on 
Andover, is in the hands of Town 
Counsel Fredric S, O’Brien. 

He is expected to give ex- 
planatory rulings, for the guidance 
of various town officials who may 
fall within the meaning of the 
statute. 

In detailed and precise terms, 
the law sets forth a $3,000 fine 
and jail term of up to two years 
for various violations. 

Obviously covered are thecases 
in which a municipal official also 
does business with the town via a 
partnership or in some other way 
has a financial interest in matters 
coming before him as an official. 

But just as the law makes the 
official ineligible to do business 
with the town, it also provides a 
penalty for anyone offering, 
promising or giving compensation 
to the employee. 

The law also covers such items 
as retired employees, or their 
partners, doing business with the 
town for a specific time. And some 
persons who have studied the law 
believe it may also prevent any 
town employee from working for 
any firm that does business with 
the town, regardless of whether 
the employee can in any way in- 
fluence the town’s or the firm’s 
actions. 

It has been brought out that 
many professional men may be 
prevented from serving on town 
boards, if in the course of their 
professional activities they should 
be called on to do business with 
the town. 

Also listed in the law, but not 
subject to its fine and jail provi- 
sions, is a code of ethics. Fora 
violation of the code, individuals

‘*With telephone users, we re~ 
gret the passing of the familiar 
telephone central office names we 
have been using, but we know this 
very necessary step will give us 
much more flexibility in handling 
telephone calls’’, he said. 

The elimination of letters from 
telephone numbers is the only 
practical way that has been found 
to give several hundred million 
telephones, scattered over the en- 
tire North American continent, 
unique individual numbers that are 
unduplicated anywhere.

Dialing, which will permit calling 
between any two telephones on the 
continent without the need for help 
by an operator, requires thatevery 
telephone have an unduplicated 
number, he said.

Treat ’Em Right - They'll

Most everyone likes cut flowers 
- and the longer we can make them 
last, the more enjoyment we get 
from them. The problem is: how 
do we make them last? 


| SAFETY MEASURES 


One of the best ways is to treat | 


them properly from the first, 
suggests Bob Fitzgerald of the 
Essex County Extension Service. 
Cut, do not break, any garden 
blooms you wish to bring inside. 
Plunge them into lukewarm water 
right up to the flower heads as 
soon as possible and leave themin 
a cool place for several hours. 
Cooling is the best way known to 
keep flowers fresh. 

When arranging your flowers, 
use water at room temperature. 
Some people like to use one of 
the many commercial flower pre- 
servatives which can be bought 
in any garden supply or flower 
shop. These work by providing 
extra sugar for the flower’s re- 
spiration or ‘‘breathing’’, and by 
preventing the growth of bacteria 
that would plug the tiny water- 
conducting tubes in plant stems. 

Some common garden flowers 
take especially well to being 
brought indoors. These include 
chrysanthemums, carnations, 
snapdragons, stock, asters, lark- 
spur, zinnias, marigolds and 
calendula. Roses can also be used 
successfully if they are treated 
properly. It’s what you do at the 
start that counts most, concludes 
Fitzgerald.

| obtained then, the Chapter 90 pro- 


ject can move ahead. It includes 
the portion of Lovejoy rd. from 
Dascomb rd. to the new school. 

One of the major complaints of 
residents has been the width of 
the paved surface - they believe 
it tends to create a race-way. 

As one resident told the Towns- 
man editor this week: 

“We don’t want another Dascomb 
rd.’’, but she agreed that re- 
surfacing and other work needs to 
be done very badly. 

The present plans call for a 
total width of 50 feet - the town 
now has a 40-foot right of way - 
with a 26-foot paved surface. The 
easterly shoulder is proposed for 
five feet. 

These two points are the ones 
scheduled for compromise agree- 
ment, according to Mr. Duff. 

The safety measures taken, 
according to the manager, are: 

Additional patrolmen will be as- 
signed to the street. 

All brush, on both sides of the 
road, has been cut back, making 
the traveled way more visible and 
safer. 


Road shoulders on both sides of 


the street have been graded and 
scraped to improve the road sur- 
face for travel. 

A white line marker has been 
painted on the west side of the road 
to provide a safety line for the 
school patrols to use from either 
end of Lovejoy rd. 

Lovejoy rd. has been posted with 
**School Open’’ signs. 

Mr. Duff also told the Selectmen 
that the town highway department 
has treated the section from Das- 
comb rd. to the school with asphalt 
and sand. 

The section from Lowell st. to 
the School, he explained, is to be 
paved with bituminous concrete 
to a width of 10 feet. This project 
is required in the water contract, 
and will be done by the contractor 
who laid the water mains in the 
street.

Selectmen Study Problem 
Of Bad Intersection

amazement that more accidents do 
not take place there. 


What can be done to make the 
intersection of Chandler rd. and 
Beacon st. safer? 

That question occupied the at- 
tention of the Selectmen Monday 
night, after Chairman Russell G, 
Doyle once again asked for a stop 
sign there. 

He called the Board’s attention 
to an accident on Beacon st. just 
a week ago, and commented that 
making a left turn from Chandler 
rd. onto Beacon st., at the foot 
of the steep hill, is extremely 
dangerous. 

Town Manager Thomas E, Duff 
explained that the police depart- 
ment has surveyed the area, but 
finds that a stop sign can not be 
placed there effectively. 

He suggested that the approach 
to the intersection might be made 
safer by taking out the banking 
so that cars turning left onto 
Beacon st. from Chandler rd. can 
see what’s coming down the hill. 
And some thought is also being 
given to flattening out the hill at 
some time in the future. 


No solution was offered for the 
time being, and members of the 
Board recalled several other in- 
tersections and areas of traffic 
danger in the town - none of which 
is now being improved. Of 
particular note was the so-called 
‘thorn’? bridge on Andover st., 
which accommodates one car at a 
time underneath the railroad.
